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MESSAGE FROM THE DIRECTOR 


Along with growth and change in Palm Beach County, there have been corresponding 
changes in public health needs and programs. We must remain alert and resourceful in 
meeting the challenges before us. 


Your Health Department was established to protect the health of all the people, as well as 
providing special health services in areas of need. This report describes programs which 
are continuing and expanding, as well as new developments. Especially notable was 
beginning construction of a new Health Center to serve people in the Glades area of Palm 
Beach County. This was the culmination of several years effort by State and local commu- 
nity leaders to obtain this much needed facility. Also worthy of special note was major 
progress toward computerization of records and data for greater efficiency and effec- 
tiveness of programs and services.

We invite all those who are concerned about public health needs to join with us in our 
efforts to meet these needs. One way to do this is by becoming a Public Health Volunteer 
in our expanding volunteer services program. Another is by taking advantage of every 
opportunity to learn more about public health problems and what we can do to resolve 
them. As these problems affect all members of our communities, their solutions will 
require a total community effort.

GLADES COMMUNITY 
HEALTH CENTER 


After five years of planning, construction was started on the new Glades Health Center. 
The groundbreaking ceremony was held on August 12, 1983; completion of the facility is 
expected in late August, 1984. The new building, а two story CBS structure, will house all 
the functions necessary to offer a full spectrum of health services to residents of the 
Western communities of Palm Beach County. The building will unify the staff which is 
currently spread over several trailers and buildings in Belle Glade and Pahokee. The esti- 
mated cost of the building and furnishings is 2.4 million dollars. The staff looks forward to 
the completion of the new building because the current buildings are cramped and 
overcrowded. The number of patients seen continues to increase and so does the need 
for staff to treat these patients. There are currently about 60 staff members providing 
care to 200 patients daily. 


The medical staff welcomed the addition of several new physicians. These included spe- 
cialists in internal medicine and pediatrics. Two physicians from the National Health 
Service Corps began four-year commitments to the center this year. The Lutheran Minis- 
tries of Florida continued their work at the center this year. This work includes commu- 
nity outreach programs and staffing the center with interpreters. The weekly Haitian 
Clinic staffed by a Haitian physician and nurses continued to be well received by the 
Haitian community.

SOUTHEAST COUNTY 


In review of the 1983 year, one event at Southeast County Health Center stands out as a 
significant achievement and an accomplishment of which the entire staff is proud. The 
Open House, held on Friday, October 7, 1985, was a unique event, conceived, planned and 
executed by the staff to acquaint members of the local medical community with the 
scope and quality of Health Department services. 


The members of the Delray staff have displayed pride in their center and in the perform- 
ance of their individual responsibilities. Recognizing this, the Medical Director and super- 
visory staff discussed ways to increase the visibility of the Southeast County Health 
Center in the community. It was decided to invite the medical staff of Bethesda Memorial 
Hospital to the first Open House. It was the concern of the planning group that the guests 
receive as much meaningful information as possible, presented in an interesting format. 
Descriptive posters briefly outlining the activities carried out in each area were cleverly 
designed, printed and mounted in conspicuous places to enable the guests to walk 
through the center with a staff ‘host’ or ‘hostess’. The Health Department film was shown 
and pamphlets were made available describing the center. An array of refreshments was 
provided as well as flowers and other festive accents. The event was wholeheartedly 
supported by all staff, including volunteers, contract physicians and others involved in 
the daily center operation. The occasion was well attended, accomplished it's purpose 
and is planned as a future annual event.

LAKE WORTH 
COMMUNITY HEALTH 
CENTER 


Nineteen eighty-three has been a year of accomplisnments and growth for this center. 
There has been an influx of young families moving into the service area, and a subse- 
quent 11.5% increase in patient encounters since 1982. A more detailed look at this 
increase showed a 42% increase in attendance at Maternity Clinics, and an 11% increase in 
Family Planning patients. An additional Pediatric clinic was added to help cope with the 
8% increase in that area. Adult Medical Clinic visits have increased 23%, Triage clinic 20%, 
and attendance at WIC clinics was up by 32%. One positive decrease in service was in the 
request for immunizations. The 11% decrease reflects the success of an intensive cam- 
paign in the previous year. The School Health Program now serves 21 schools (2 added in 
1983) with over 1800 students enrolled. Volunteers in Lake Worth worked 5454 hours, an 
average of 450 hours a month. Their assistance is invaluable in meeting service needs. To 
meet the increased service demands, changes were made in clinic schedules, space use 
and personnel assignment. However, the limits of the present facility will make it diffi- 
cult to continue to meet the requests for service.

WEST PALM BEACH 
HEALTH CENTER 


The primary function of the West Palm Beach clinics is to provide outstanding continuing 
care for the patients. In line with this, outpatient dermatology and orthopedic clinics 
have been started to accept referrals from all of the centers. Tuberculosis control has 
been streamlined with new medicine cards and a new medical pickup procedure. 


In September 1983, because of an increasing awareness of Clinical Chancroid in our 
county, a bacteriologic culturing program for the Venereal Disease program was started. 
This is now a permanent part of our program, and we will soon add Herpes Serology 
testing to aid in the retrospective diagnosis of cases. The main emphasis has been on the 
identification and treatment of cases and contacts of PPNG and syphilis. PPNG rose dra- 
matically in the third quarter of the year, but through intensive field investigation, 
treatment of all suspects and cases with Trobicin, the rate is now falling. 


In the area of continuing medical education, luncheon conferences for physicians and 
staff are held bi-monthly to monthly on general medical topics; LE din by a local 
physician.

NORTHEAST 
HEALTH CENTER 


Nineteen eighty-three was a year of continued increase in volume of services rendered 
by Northeast Health Center and has now reached the point where further increases are 
impossible due to lack of space. Clinics have been increased in number for medical, 
family planning, and pre-natal care utilizing the personnel and space to capacity. The 
number of volunteers have increased this year. They provide services in vision and hear- 
ing follow-up, maternity, family planning and Prepaid Health Plan clinics. Their help is 
invaluable in relieving staff of a myriad of duties which would otherwise take much 
longer to do. 


The school nurses that work out of the Northeast and Jupiter Centers are responsible for 
providing health care to 27,137 children, 37.22% of the school population. Their territory 
ranges from the county line in Jupiter to Southern Boulevard and as far west as Welling- 
ton. These nurses are also responsible for all home visits within the same territory. Health 
services are also provided at Sabal Palm Youth Services Center by a public health nurse 
and pediatrician from this center. These include medical screenings, immunizations, 
vision and hearing screenings and classes on different aspects of health. A pediatrician 
also goes to the Juvenile Detention Center where similar services are offered.

The demands for services in this center are

ENVIRONMENTAL HEALTH 


FOOD ESTABLISHMENTS 


The term "food establishments" includes food service (restaurants), food outlets (gro- 
cery, meat and fish markets) and food processing plants (large commercial bakeries, 
bottling plants, etc., where food is packaged for sale at other locations. Environmental 
Health Specialist staff is charged with the responsibility of making at least quarterly 
inspections to these establishments which number in excess of 3700. The purpose of the 
inspection is to determine if the operation is being conducted properly, and if the high 
level of sanitation required by code is being satisfactorily maintained. Although the 
emphasis is educational, the County Environmental Control Act gives the power to bring 
recalcitrants before the Board where civil fines may be levied. Food or water-borne 
related illnesses are investigated in close cooperation with the Epidemiologist in order 
to establish probable cause and prevent recurrence. Consumer questions or complaints 
regarding food establishments or items are also handled by the staff. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


The innovative methodology initiated between the Health Department and School 
Board in processing inspection reports and expediting the response time for correction 
by the Operation and Maintenance Department is now completely implemented. Feed- 
back, so far, indicates it is achieving its objective of identifying the problem, notifying 
the appropriate authority as quickly as possible and establishing realistic corrective time 
frames. This procedure has affected improved communication among school principals, 
Environmental Health staff and School Administration.

CHILD CARE/FAMILY 
DAY CARE FACILITIES 


Changes in the State Statutes relating to 
Child Care have not been officially trans- 
lated in regulation so the impact on Palm 
Beach County's regulation cannot be fully 
assessed at this time. The major additions 
to the State Statute encompass the follow- 
Ing: 


(1) mandating child restraints for 
transporting children. 


(2) establishing the authority to ad- 
minister fines for violations of 
standards. 


(3) providing licensure fees. 


(4) requiring that all Child Care facil- 
ity owners and workers receive 
in-service training on child 
abuse recognition and responsi- 
bilities. 


Public Hearings have been held on the pro- 
posed regulations reflecting their changes. 
DHRS, Children, Youth and Families Pro- 
gram Office is in the process of finalizing 
them. As soon as this is a reality, local rules 
will be changed to meet or exceed those of 
the state.

ADULT CONGREGATE 
LIVING FACILITIES 


The licensure and regulatory authority for 
ACLF has been changed from the HRS Aging 
and Adult Service to the Office of Licensure 
and Certification. It is anticipated that ac- 
tivities with OLC will involve routine inspec- 
tions, day to day surveillance and 
complaint investigations with documenta- 
tion and reports being forwarded to the 
licensing authority.

INDUSTRIAL HYGIENE 


This program relates to evaluation of health hazardous conditions both in homes and at 
work places such as offices and laboratories. It is responsible for the recognition, evalua- 
tion and control of those environmental factors or stresses such as mechanical, chemical, 
biological or ergonomic hazards which might cause sickness. 


During investigations, various instruments such as personal monitoring pumps, noise 
level meters, oxygen meters, sampling tubes, a chemical test kit for qualitative analysis of 
asbestos samples, and velometers to check air conditioning systems, hoods, supply and 
return grilles, spray booths, etc., are used. 


A survey of ambulance squads in Palm Beach County for the evaluation of deadly CO gas 
was initiated and completed. A program to survey school chemistry laboratories to 
evaluate safe and proper handling practices of chemicals, storage facilities, protective 
equipment and control of air conditioning systems is planned. Another new program 
will check and analyze compressed air for fire departments, evaluate lead exposure at 
firing ranges and monitor ethylene oxide exposure in hospitals. 


EMERGENCY 
MEDICAL SERVICE 


Significant changes in the State Emergency 
Medical Service Statute, Chapter 401FS. di- 
rectly affect health department involve- 
ment. If a county has a specific Ordinance 
that governs or regulates non-emergency 
vehicles and desires to do so, the State EMS 
office would relinquish their authority and 
responsibility.-Palm Beach County Emer- 
gency Medical Services Division has incor- 
porated non-emergency vehicles in their 
Ordinance and have-Sole regulatory juris- 
diction. ( 


Air-ambulances were previously classified 
along with ground vehicles. This problem is 
being addressed Dy rewriting pertinent 
sections-of the regulation to.specify re- 
quirements for Air Ambulance Service and 
vehicles. The Health Department is now re- 
sponsible for regulating the Advance Life 
Service vehicles and operations, an activity 
previously conducted by State EMS staff.

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ENVIRONMENTAL SCIENCES

INTRODUCTION: 


This has been the year for new and unusual instances of groundwater pollution. The 
current ability to locate and identify minute amounts of toxic material in water has 
resulted in a major increase in pollutant investigations. The carcinogenic pollutant, po- 
lychlorinated bephenyl (PCB), was discovered in the surface water in a large industrial 
area. These waters contained several sports fish varieties and had been used as drinking 
water for wild hogs. Since the waters had been fished and the wild hogs hunted and 
killed for years, it became necessary to determine if the fisn or hogs had accumulated 
the PCB in their flesh. And, if so, in what levels. Several of each variety of fish were taken 
from the waters of the industrial area and from adjacent waters. Several wild hogs were 
caught and blood samples taken. In all tests conducted, the levels of PCB were so small as 
tobeinsignificant and a determination was made that it was not harmful to consume the 
meats of either fish or hogs. 


Another major episode, still underway at the end of the year, was associated with the 
discovery of another carcinogenic substance, ethylene dibromide (EDB), in groundwat- 
ers in Central Florida. Since this material is used extensively in agriculture and on golf 
courses, the Health Department conducted a survey to determine where it had been 
used on farms in the county. Wells on and near these farms were sampled with negative 
results. The next effort, to be conducted in 1984, is to determine where EDB was used on 
golf courses and to sample water supply wells on or near them. 


Itappears that efforts to identify and evaluate exotic hazardous substances in water and 
other foods will become more common. The Health Department will continue to exert 
every possible effort to insure that clean, safe, potable water will always be available to 
county residents and visitors. 


SOLID & HAZARDOUS WASTE 


Four Of five Class | landfills in Palm Beach 
County are presently under close-out pro- 
cedures. By the latter part of 1986, only one 
sanitary landfill will be available for all solid 
waste produced in the county. Accordingly, 
the Palm Beach County Solid Waste Author- 
ity has been assigned the responsibility to 
obtain a resource recovery site during 
1984. Such a site will allow the incineration 
Of solid waste to generate electricity. Dur- 
ing 1983, the county implemented a proce- 
dure utilizing an impervious liner at an 
existing landfill to protect the shallow ac- 
quifer in the area. 


The State of Florida recently approved a 
wastewater sludge rule, to become effec- 
tive in 1984, classifying wastewater sludges 
in three distinct grades depending upon 
metal parameter concentrations. In ac- 
cordance with this rule, Grade | sludges are 
considered safe as a soil supplement for se- 
lected agriculture farming operations. 


The rule will eliminate some problems asso- 
ciated with the current land disposal prac- 
tices of wastewater sludges. 


Hazardous waste rules have been adopted 
to enable regulatory agencies to inspect, 
enforce and issue permits to transporters, 
disposal sites and treators of hazardous 
waste. Approximately one-half of the gen- 
erators in Palm Beach County who have ob- 
tained identification status have been 
inspected for compliance with current 
rules.

WATER RECREATION 


During 1983, the Water Recreation Section experienced substantial growth in the num- 
ber of public swimming pools, changes in procedures and other events which will affect 
the future. Seventy-four additional pools were added to facilities already in operation. At 
the end of 1983, 1640 pool facilities with 1870 individual pools were permitted. During 
1983, 126 plans for new pool facilities were approved. Two hundred eighty-two certified 
Notices of Violation letters and 122 pocket Notices of Violation were issued. Many viola- 
tions required several field inspections before compliance was obtained. Five Notices of 
Violations resulted in cases for the Environmental Control Hearing Board with all cases 
resulting in fines to the pool's owner. There were 7,319 field inspections of pool facilities. 
A new inspection form has saved time, increased efficiency and helped pool owners or 
managers to solve many problems with on-location information from the inspector.

AIR POLLUTION CONTROL 


The Air Pollution Control Section is charged 
with the responsibility of protecting the 
quality of air in Palm Beach County. 


Major forms of air pollution are: 

Total Suspended Particulates (TSP)—caused 
by everything we do and many of the proc- 
esses we have created. 

Ozone (03)—caused mainly by photochemi- 
cal action of the sun on automobile emis- 
sions. 

Sulfur Dioxide (SO2)—from burning fuels 
that contain sulfur, such as oil. 

Carbon Monoxide (CO)—product of incom- 
plete combustion caused mainly by auto- 
mobiles. 

Nitrogen Oxides (NO, NO2)—formed by the 
intense heat and pressure of modern fur- 
naces and engines. 

Lead (Pb)—caused by vehicles using leaded 
gasoline and the emissions from lead pro- 
ducing sources. 


These pollutants are measured throughout 
the county. No valid violations of the stand- 
ards were observed during 1983. 


In 1983 the Florida Legislature adopted Sec- 
tion 320.03 (6) Florida Statutes, providing 
for the collection of fifty cents on every 
vehicle license sold, transferred or re- 
placed in the State of Florida to be used for 
air pollution control efforts. The enact- 
ment of this law will allow a stronger and 
more technologically oriented air pollu- 
tion control program within the Health De- 
partment and insure continued good air 
quality.

WATER AND WASTEWATER 


The Public Water Supply Program objective 
is to insure that public drinking water is 
safe. Staff inspect over 500 public drinking 
water supplies ranging in size from a small 
on-site system serving a convenience store 
to a multi-million gallon system serving a 
large municipal area to insure they meet 
requirements of the Florida Safe Drinking 
Water Act. This can be accomplished by 
connection to a municipal or regional com- 
munity system or by constructing a non- 
community system on-site. 


A Sanitary Survey inspection of community 
and non-community water systems was ini- 
tiated. Major investigations were made on 
two community systems to correct bacte- 
riological contamination. A voluntary pro- 
gram was negotiated with community 
systems to monitor for possible contami- 
nation from fuel tanks. One system was re- 
quired to replace water mains to provide 
adequate pressure. 


A community plant, not operating prop- 
erly, was connected to another system 
through enforcement action. Statistical 
testing of bacteriological water sampling 
bags versus sterilized bottles was per- 
formed with the results indicating no dif- 
ference between methods.

WATER AND WASTEWATER 


Wastewater Control insures that sewage 
treatment and industrial waste treatment 
facilities are operated and maintained ina 
manner which will prevent health hazards 
or nuisances. A comprehensive inspection 
and surveillance program insures that each 
facility is inspected and, if necessary, sam- 
pled to determine the degree of compli- 
ance with regulations. Citizen complaints 
receive high priority. Raw sewage from 
breaks or back-ups in the collection system 
and improperly treated sewage from sew- 
age treatment plants are both potentially 
dangerous public health hazards.

Through enforcement procedures, three 
poorly operating package type wastewater 
treatment plants connected to regional 
systems and two poorly operating indus- 
trial waste treatment plants connected to 
the regional systems. Two industrial waste 
dischargers were required to perform a hy- 
drologeological study to determine the ex- 
tent of the contaminant plume and take 
corrective steps.

The permitting of community Water Supply systems involved expansion of treatment 
facilities to meet the growth demand and addition of ammoniation for control of triha- 
lomethanes. The lack of expansion to the major sewage treatment plants, coupled with 
inability of percolation ponds to adequately dispose of treated wastewater, led to sewer 
moratoriums in parts of the county; consequently more projects were approved on the 
basis of on-site treatment or septic tank systems. Besides the problems encountered 
because of increased permitting activity, new legislation on regulation of septic tank 
systems created an increase in work load. The tightening of controls on approval of 
septic tank systems on urban sized lots caused an onslaught of variance requests. There 
were 23 enforcement cases involving construction or operation without prior approval. 


BIOLOGY 


Nineteen eighty-three was a busy year. Diverse tasks were undertaken, ranging from 
mangrove trimming permits and enforcement to investigating chemical and biochem- 
ical water contaminants. The Biology Section is responsible for most DER dredge and fill 
permitting. Enactment of recently adopted exemptions resulted in slight reductions 
with regards to short form applications. The U.S. Corps of Engineers has delegated au- 
thority for the issuance of SAJ-09 dock permits, expediting the permitting processes for 
docks less than 500 square feet.

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PLANNING AND EVALUATION 


The Prepaid Health Plan (PHP) pilot project continues to receive state and national atten- 
tion because of its potential to be both more healthful and cost-effective than the crisis- 
oriented fee-for-service system of health care. During 1983, enrollment in the PHP rose to 
almost 2,500. PHP Nurse Coordinators were hired in each center to coordinate services to 
PHP enrollees. Progress was made toward the implementation of a new computer sys- 
tem. This progress in 1983 will help to make possible high quality services to a greater 
number of enrollees in 1984. 


The Health Department also continues to enroll over 1,000 annually in the Florida Agricul- 
tural Health Plan, a federally-funded pilot project providing health insurance to migrant 
and seasonal agricultural workers. 


PALM BEACH COUNTY HEALTH PROJECTS 
GOVERNING BOARD 


The Governing Board, established in 1979, functions as a community advisory group for 
the Palm Beach County Health Department by identifying community health needs and 
by interpreting the role and services of the Health Department to individuals and the 
community. Meeting monthly, the Board members review the financial statement and 
functions of the federally funded projects, and make recommendations for improving 
health services offered to eligible clients.

HEALTH EDUCATION 


HEALTH PLUS 


In 1983/9 HEALTH PLUS Snc were of: 
fered to District 4X-HRS employees. A total 
of 155 staff enrolled: The program stresses 
awareness of personai health behaviors 
and encourages adoption of lifestyle 
choices that reduce the risk of chronic dis- 
ease. Efforts continued to identify and 
reach Palm Beach County industries where 
HEALTH PLUS can be offered as part of a 
Health Promotion/Wellness program. 
Health promotion workshops were com- 
pleted for IBM in Boca Raton and Quaker 
Oats in Belle Glade. 


In early 1983 a 14-minute videotape was 
produced about the health department.

Health ‘educators assigned to district cen- 
ters continued to provide patient educa- 
tion in,all-clinics and to.the-communities 
served by their center. They participated in 
the implementation of new_programs in- 
cluding the Chronic Disease Control clinic, 
the Living Well program; the Hypértension 
Control. Project and the Pre-Term Birth Pre- 
vention program. 


PUBLIC HEALTH RESIDENCY PROCRAM 


The Public Health Residency Program certified three physicians as having completed the 
requirements for a year's training. For the 1982-84 fiscal year five physicians are enrolled. 
During the past three years, over 350 inquiries have been received by this program. It is 
one of 11.5 approved public health residency programs in the United States. The pro- 
gram has received approval for an additional three years by the Accreditation Council for 
Graduate Medical Education and is recognized by the American Board of Preventive 
Medicine. 


Part of the training program includes a series of monthly epidemiologic seminars. In 
1983, speakers included Steven H. Lamm, MD (President, Consultants in Epidemiology and 
Occupational Health, Inc.); Stanley Music, MD (Medical Consultant to the World Bank); 
Jeffrey Sacks, MD (Acting Epidemiologist, Department of Health and Rehabilitative Serv- 
ices, State of Florida); Mrs. N. Fuller, RN (Infection Control Practitioner, J.F. Kennedy Hospi- 
tal; Terence Gerace, Ph.D. (MRFIT Program, University of Miami).

HYPERTENSION 
CONTROL 


Near the end of 1983, the Health Depart- 
ment began a program to control hyper- 
tension through non-pharmacological 
means. Salt reduction, exercise, stress re- 
duction, and weight control taught in 
weekly group meetings are the methods 
used. This program, just beginning at the 
end of 1983, will be undergoing develop- 
ment through 1984. 


HOSPITAL 
` COORDINATION 


Visiting 12 area hospitals to provide ongo- 
ing surveillance of hospital admissions for 
communicable disease is a major responsi- 
bility of four public health nurses assigned 
to the Hospital Coordination unit. In addi- 
tion, during regularly scheduled hospital 
visits, bedside visits are made to all health 
department eligible patients to follow 
their progress and provide discharge plan- 


ning if necessary. Clinic appointments are 
scheduled and reports of the patients' hos- 
pital course are forwarded to the centers 
‘as Necessary. 


PRIMARY HEALTH 


The provision of medical care for the indigent population was a continuing community 
issue throughout 1983. Rising costs and insufficient funds available to support indigent 
care in both the private and public sector brought crisis proportion to the problems, and 
in particular, to the recipients of Florida Medicaid. The Health Department Primary Care 
Clinics expanded their efforts to assure care to this population. Three community health 
nurses were added to staff to coordinate and facilitate easy access to care through 
enrollment in the Prepaid Health Plan for Medicaid recipients. Orientation and informa- 
tion sessions were organized, tracking systems developed for easy follow-up on patient 
care, and special procedures initiated to determine patient satisfaction. 


Active quality assurance programs continued in all primary care settings. Regularly 
scheduled meetings were held for center problem-solving and medical information up- 
date. Patient record audits were conducted regularly to determine levels of perform- 
ance standards. These levels were consistently at the above satisfactory level in all 
centers. 


In addition to the Medicaid population, care for acute and chronic disease was provided 
to all other eligible adults in scheduled clinics in area health centers.

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VENEREAL DISEASE CONTROL 


There were 6,688 patients seen in the VD clinics in 1983. Diagnostic, therapeutic and 
prophylactic services totaled 9,058. 


The number of 1983 reported gonorrhea cases was 10% less than in 1982 (3,099 cases in 
1983, compared to 3,486 in 1982), a case rate of approximately 475/100,000. Cases of 
pelvic inflammatory disease also decreased slightly to 205. However, PPNG (penicillinase- 
producing Neisseriae gonorrhea) cases continued to increase. The 161 cases in 1983 were 
a 50% increase over the previous year. Following an initial levelling off of PPNG rates, a 
mid year outbreak centered around West Palm Beach was followed by a return to pre- 
vious rates. Because of the continued presence of PPNG, spectinomycin or cefotaxime 
continue to be the drugs of first choice for gonorrhea. Reported infectious syphilis cases 
also decreased from 1982 by almost 20%, 260 cases to 214 cases, representing a case rate 
Of 33/100,000. Early latent syphilis cases also decreased slightly, from 121 in 1982 to 101 in 
1983. j 


The reason for the decreases in gonorrhea and syphilis are not known, but it is widely 
suspected that a contributing cause is the fear of AIDS and herpes. There were 15 cases of 
AIDS reported in Palm Beach County in 1983 (10 of them fatal), the first year AIDS has been 
reported in Palm Beach County. This increase was consistent with the rest of the country, 
also experiencing large increases in reported AIDS cases until late 1983. 


The Department developed the capability of culturing for Chancroid in 1983. This came 
about because it was recognized that Chancroid was being seen in VD clinics with some 
frequency. This was investigated by CDC because Chancroid is considered a rare disease in 
the United States. 


TUBERCULOSIS 
CONTROL 


TB Control was restructured in 1983 to pro- 
vide more comprehensive care to clients 
including development of a quality assur- 
ance audit form, revision of record keeping 
and pharmacy procedures, and dispensing 
a 3-month supply of INH each visit to pa- 
tients participating in the INH Preventative 
Treatment program. Staff changes in- 
cluded the addition of anursing supervisor 
to coordinate countywide efforts and a 
fulltime nurse assigned to the Glades 
Health Center. AS а result, a community

Plans were made for a nurse to begin 
weekly home visits to TB patients begin- 
ning February 1 Acohort study is slated 
to begin January 1984 to compare relative 
rates of compliance between patients who 
pick up a three mo supply per visit.

In 1983, 92 new cases of tuberculosis were 
reported and 1,352 clients were seen in 
clinics. 


VACCINE PREVENTABLE 
ILLNESS 


An outbreak of measles in the spring of 
1983 triggered the declaration of a measles 
emergency at the affected schools, then a 
county-wide emergency as evidence of 
spread accumulated. The emergency mea- 
sures which were instituted put an abrupt 
end to the outbreak, totalling fifteen cases. 
This outbreak helped convince the school 
system to require all school children to 
show proof of complete immunization or 
be excluded from school. Other vaccine 
preventable diseases in Palm Beach County 
were rare in 1985. There were only 2 cases 
of rubella and 1 case of pertussis, a signifi- 
cant improvement over previous years. 


The infant immunization surveillance pro- 
gram documented that 90.396 of the in- 
fants born in Palm Beach County had 
started their basic infant immunization se- 
ries by seven months of age. This high level 
is due largely to the policy of notification 
and follow-up of the parents of infants, in- 
forming them of the need for immuniza- 
tion. 


Applicable County Health Department em- 
ployees were immunized in 1983 against 
Rubella and Hepatitis B. These immuniza- 
tion programs are meant not only to pro- 
tect the health of employees, but to 
protect patients against the transmission 
of disease from employees. 
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OTHER COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 


Reportable communicable diseases in- 
cluded Campyllobacter, Giardia, viral hepa- 
titis, Salmonella and meningitis. Passive 
immunization was given to contacts of viral 
hepatitis A cases as well as entire child care 
facilities when this disease was found 
there. Cases and carriers of Shigella and Sal- 
monella were ascertained to prevent the 
spread of these diseases in high risk situa- 
tions. Close contacts of meningococcal and 
H. flu meningitis were evaluated for 
chemoprophylaxis. 


Incidence rates of Salmonella, Shigella and 
Campyllobacter reached new highs for re- 
cent years. Shigella cases almost doubled 
over previous years (82 cases in 1983, com- 
pared to an average of 44 cases the pre- 
vious three years). This was related to a 
summer outbreak among children of low 
income families participating in informal 
child care arrangements. Restrictions on 
these child care arrangements had to be 
instituted before the outbreak could be 
halted. The increase in Salmonella cases 
(181-up from 168 in 1982) represents a con- 
tinuing trend over the last few years. The 
rise in Campyllobacter cases (from 59 to 69) 


may reflect an increasing awareness of this 
disease. Cases of Н. influenzae meningitis 
were down to 24, from a high of 32 in 1982. 
All other types of meningitis and viral hepa- 
titis cases remained close to 1982 levels. 


There was an outbreak of methicillin resist- 
antStaph Aureus (MRSA) infections in a local 
hospital, the first time this infection had 
been reported in Palm Beach County, spur- 
ring an investigation by CDC. Twenty some 
cases occurred. No hospital has been 
known to eradicate this organism after 
having been established to that extent. 
However, aggressive control measures 
have probably succeeded in eradicating 
the organism, as no new cases have been 
reported for several months. 


A cluster of waterborne enteric disease (for 
which no organism could be identified) was 
identified at an apartment complex where 
well water constituted the water supply. 
Fifty-three cases were identified through 
interviewing residents, and there were 
probably more cases. As a result of this out- 
break, emergency funds have been re- 
quested to improve the sewerage drainage 
of the involved neighborhood. 


SCHOOL HEALTH 


School health services are provided to approximately 73,000 students in 96 public schools 
by public health school nurses, audiometrists, environmental sanitarians and a dental 
health educator. The goal of the program is to strengthen the educational process 
through improvement and protection of the student's health status. Nursing activities 
are based on needs identified through screening programs, referrals from school center 
personnel, nurse-student conferences and student self-referrals. 


During the 1982-83 school year, emphasis was placed on timely completion of referrals 
generated by screening tests. Students in grades K, 1, 2, 5, 5, 7 are screened to identify 
vision or hearing problems which hamper learning. Seventh grade students are screened 
annually for scoliosis by volunteer orthopedists. Parents are notified of test results and 
involved in remedial procedures. 


Vaccine preventable childhood diseases have been virtually eliminated in the school age 
population in Palm Beach County due to community cooperation.

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DENTAL HEALTH 


The dental clinics in West Palm Beach, Rivi- 
era Beach, Delray Beach and Belle Glade 
provided 38,532 dental services during 
14,509 patient visits. 


The Palm Beach County Health Department 
Dental Program maintains its policy of pro- 
viding emergency care for eligible adults 
18 years Of age and over and comprehen- 
sive care for eligible children ages 3 to 18. 
Comprehensive care is available for mater- 
nity patients enrolled in the Maternal and 
Infant Care Program. 


The department continued to expand its 
school-based health education program to 
educate students in becoming responsible 
for their own oral health. 


During 1982-1983, 9 teacher workshops 
were presented to 249 county school 
teachers. The School Fluoride Mouthrinse 
Program, shown to effectively reduce den- 
tal decay by at least 40% in school children 
who participate on a weekly basis, was ex- 
panded to include grades K through 5. The 
mouthrinse program was provided to 
11,400 students during the 1982-1983 
school year. 


In continuing our policy of providing high 
quality dental care to our patients, 1983 
saw the replacement of four outdated den- 
tal units with the latest in modern dental 
equipment. 


NUTRITION 


The Nutrition Services Section, consisting 
of seven Public Health Nutritionists and 
four Health Service Aides, provides coun- 
seling and nutrition education throughout 
the county. Nutrition services play an im- 
portant role in Medical, Maternity, Pediat- 
rics, Prepaid Health Plan and Hypertension 
clinics. In 1983, approximately 5,040 pa- 
tients were seen for nutrition instruction. 


Nutritionists are also involved in the 
HEALTH PLUS program, Adult Congregate 
Living Facilities licensure and community 
presentations. 


All staff members are involved in the 
Women, Infants and Children (WIC) Supple- 
mental Feeding Program. WIC reinforces 
nutrition education and preventive health 
measures in Maternity and Pediatric serv- 
ices. The 1983 WIC monthly caseload (partic- 
ipants active in the program and clinic) was 
2,654, up 7.4% from 1982. 


LABORATORY 


Collection and handling of specimens and a variety of laboratory procedures: hematol- 
ogy, chemistry, immunology, bacteriology, immuno-hematology and microscopy are 
provided by laboratory personnel. In 1983, the laboratory obtained a completely auto- 
mated electronic Hematology analyzer (Coulter S-550) to do CBC's. Before the acquisition 
of this instrument, the 4 tests that are included in each CBC were done individually. The 
West Palm Beach Laboratory provides services to patients county-wide. Coagulation pro- 
cedures are now provided as well as special chemistry procedures (Cholesterol, HDL, 
Triglycerides, etc.,) for HEALTH PLUS. Tests for Rubella and Hepatitis B are provided for 
those employees who are at high risk. Limited on-site services are provided in Belle Glade, 
Delray Beach and Riviera Beach. The laboratory staff continues to support such programs 
as the St. Louis Encephalitis surveillance program. Laboratory tests that are not currently 
available by the Health Department laboratory are provided by the State laboratory and 
by contractual reference laboratories. 


Laboratories maintain a quality assurance program including control testing Pure: 
each day for every test and participate in the College of American Pathologists and State 
proficiency Surveys. Licensure of laboratory personnel as well as laboratories are in ac-

They, along with the assistance of the Business Office staff, com- 
pletely revised codes used in the Personnel Management Data Processing System in 
order to phase Personnel into the State Automated Management Accounting System. 
Personnel staff also worked closely with division directors, supervisors and employees in 
providing information for use in the revision of the Career Service's job classifications. 
Changes in and additions to the health unit's responsibilities in Public Health and Primary 
Health Care required the review and rewriting of job descriptions for many positions. 
One hundred seventy five (175) position descriptions were updated, 16 positions were 
reclassified, 16 positions were deleted and 16 positions were added. Recruitment activi- 
ties accelerated this year due to revised responsibilities of some positions and the num- 
ber of terminating employees.

DATA PROCESSING 


Data Processing is installing a DEC 1170 com- 
puter with 50 terminals and 10 printers. 
The terminals and printers will be used at 
the User Locations. The seven clinics will be 
involved in the registration of clients, en- 
tering of medical data, third party billing, 
and creating statistical data using a system 
called COSTAR written in computer lan- 
guage MUMPS. 


COSTAR (COmputer-STored Ambulatory Re- 
cord) is a computer-based ambulatory in- 
formation system which improves and 
expands upon the capabilities of a tradi- 
tional medical record. Although use of the 
term "record" has historical precedence, 
COSTAR is more appropriately considered 
an information and communication SYS- 
TEM designed to meet both the medical 
care and financial/administrative needs of 
either a fee-for-service or a prepaid group 
practice.
